New plumbers coming into Upland will not be issued a busi- 
ness license unless they first prove themselves competent by 


examination. 


This ruling was put immediately into effect last night by 
the Upland city council following a petition requesting this ac- 


tion by Upland plumbers who were 
represented at the meeting by 
Lowell Bartlett, Upland attorney. 

The motion made by Council- 
man Paul Hottel also placed the 
responsibility for giving the ex- 
aminations on the health board, 
pending the appointment of a 
qualified examining board. The 
health board will be enlarged to 
include Richard Derby, building 
inspector, and two local plumbers. 

The city attorney was instruct- 
ed by the council to draw up nec- 
essary ordinances and other legal 
forms to cover the adoption of 
a uniform plumbing code for the 
city. Passage of this code later 
will establish an examining board. 

: Too Old 

Speaking for the plumbers, Mr. 
Bartlett said that the present 
plumbing code “is old” and asked 
that it “be brought up-to-date.” 
At the present time, there is no- 
thing to prevent anyone without 
qualifications to engage in plumb- 
ing in the city, he added. .

World Traveler Discusses Drama 


Of Asia at Final Chaffey Forum — 


The mighty drama of Asia, played on a continent more vast 
than the combined areas of North and South America and with 
a billion actors—half af the population of the earth—in its cast, 


is about to begin., 


That was the message brought last night by Richard Atkin- 


son, traveler and lecturer, at the 
final Chaffey forum of the year 
at Merton E. Hill auditorium. 
The final form this drama 
achieves, Mr. Atkinson thinks, will 
be decided in the contest between 
the two chief “prompters’—Rus- 
sia and the United States. 
Human Ego 
The motivation of the play, like 
many world dramas before it, lies 
in the human ego. People every- 
where desire to feel important. 
“The people of Asia have never 
had anything to feel important 
before,” Mr. Atkinson explained, 
“but things are changing.” 
Perhaps the greatest factors in 
this change have been American 
movies and the American soldier: 
From our films, Asiatics have seen 
how Americans live and have been 
made aware of the painful con- 





trast between their standard of 
‘living and our own. 

The American soldier, well fed, 
well clothed and backed by Amer- 
ican mechanical might has im- 
pressed them even more. 

Made Inroads 

But Russia, fully exploiting 
its tremendous geographical ad- 
vantage, has impressed the Asiat- 
ics, too, and communism has made 
inroads in many parts of the vast 
continent. 

The tangled and dangerous sit- 
uation in southwest Asia, includ- 
ing Turkey, Iran and Palestine 
can be summed up in one word, 
“Oil”, Mr. Atkinson declared. “We 
want it, Britain wants it and Rus- 
sia wants it..”

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Harry Truman Now and 
Two Years Hence— 


Unlike most men Harry Truman did not want to be presi- 
dent. But on April 12, 1945, Harry Truman suddenly got 
what he didn’t want. 

He wasn't happy about it. He said so. He felt inade- 
quate for the enormous tasks that confronted him. However, 
after two years in the White House he has gained conii- 
dence—and a liking for his work. He likes it so well now 
that he'll try for a new term in 1948. 

Washington politicos say he won't make it. Maybe not, 
but it all depends. Nineteen months from now he may he 
riding t’w crest of a popularity wave or wallowing in the 
depths of public disfavor. He has already had some of each. 
In fact, few presiconts have ever had such sharp ups and 
downs in popularity as the man from Missouri. In July, 1945, 
the Gallup poll reported that 87 per cent of the American 
people approved the way he was handling things. The 
percentage gradually dropped until in October last year he 
hit a low of 32 per cent. Now he has climbed back to 60 
per cent and apparently is still on the way up. 

At times Harry Truman has been a remarkably good 
president; at other times, a remarkably bad one. The 
Wallace fiasco, his inept handling of labor problems g year 
ago, his appeasement of Democratic left-wingers—these and 
other mistakes lost him much public support. 

But after the November election he began to handle 
things differently. His conciliatory gesture to the new Con- 
gress was a wise move. His firm handling of John L. Lewis 
shortly after further improved his standing. Lately, his 
“Truman doctrine” for aid to Greece and Turkey to stem the 
spread of Communism has struck a generally favorable note 
with the peop! le. 

Truman's two years have been rugged years. No man 
could have handled his job without mistakes. But his po- 
litical future will be determined largely by what he does— 
or does not do—in the next year and a half. 

In November, 1948, will Harry Truman be “up” or “down?”

In Sheen hard days when the 


world is perilously divided against 
itself, there is a weakness in the 
military defense-—not to mention 
the good-ncighbor policy-—-of the 
great bloc of nations comprising 
the western hemisphere. 

This is duc to @ lack of solidar- 
ity which has envinced itself es- 
pecially in the clash of views be- 
tween the Argentine and Wash- 
ington. 

The American government mote 
than once has charged Argentina 
with fostering totalitarian Nazism 
and has demanded that this in- 
fluence be eliminated. Relations 
between the two countries have 
been strained, and this has been 
reflected in the attitudes of other 
Pan-American countries. 

The result of this unhappy sit- 
uation has been that the program 
for inter-American defense, which 
was projected in the act of Cha- 


pultepec in 1945, has not been 
ratified. 
This sweeping defense plan, 


which was to encompass both con- 
tinents, was to be formalized in 
a meeting at Rio De Janeiro, and 
that parley still awaits a rap- 
prochement which will bring the 


great Argentine back into the 
union. :

“We're not going to have a war 
with Russia right away, but we 
may have one some day unless we 
can bridge the gulf between East 
and West.” 

Backward

“If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, ye shall 
ask what ye will and it shall be done unto you.”—John 
15:7. 

This text seems almost too good to be true. But our 
Lord algvays makes good His promise. When we fulfill 
the conditions He will make good His word. Let us re- 
member that abiding in Christ is a very vital thing, some- 
thing very close and intimate. It means something vastly 
more than being attached or attracted by Him. Many are 
attracted by Christ. He is so wonderful and lovable, that 
they become attached to Him. But being attached to Him, 
and abiding in Him are two different things. 

Bishop Henderson of the Methodist church used to tell 
how, when he was a lad, he would get an orange for 
Christmas. He would take his orange that was attached 
to the Christmas tree along with the other members of 

the family. So often these ae 
Christmas oranges were sour 
, and lacking in taste, but 
still he enjoyed them as they 
, were the only ones to be had. 
Then one time he made a 
F trip to California where he 
had the opportunity to pull 
» an orange thoroughly ripen- 
ed or: an orange tree. Here 
+ was an orange that was 
sweet, juicy and very tasty. 
« For the first time in his life 
he discovered the difference 
» between an orange attached 
to a Christmas tree and an 
* orange abiding on an orange 
tree. Just so there is a vast

* difference in being attached to Christ and really abiding 

in Him. 
It is into the abiding life that Christ invites us. On our 

: side it means to become submissive and responsive. We 
need to remind ourselves again and again that Christ is 
seeking to abide in us far more than we are seeking to 
abide in Him. We need to give Him freedom to work in 

. our lives so that the life of Christ might be formed in us. 
Here are several things that we can do: 

é First—To cultivate the abiding life, we must make Christ 
the supreme object of our thought,“Paul, one ofthe great-~ 

«est men of all time, knew the importance of the memory 
in. vitalizing and stabilizing the Christian life. He said, 

« “Remember the words of the Lord Jesus”. “Bring every 
thought into captivity to the gheda ce. of Christ.” A sure. 

«and wise way of cultivating the abiding ‘life is to fill the 
mind full of Christ. : 

4 Second—To think of God’s side rather than our side 
of this relation. with Him and others. Our side is so frail, 

* weak and tainted. The more we can get ourselves off of 
our hands the better. “Herein is love, not that we loved 

* God, but that He loved us and gave His Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins.” Here is life, God's life in us.

Third—Cultivate the habit of preferring others to our- 
“In lowliness of mind let each esteem others bet- 
ter than themselves.” Many have found the way to peace 
and freedom through self-forgetiulness. How foolish our 
pride and self-esteem when measured against Christ's un- 
selfishness and love. : 

Fourth—To abide in Christ we must learn to subject 
ourselves solely to the judgment of the Lord, and have no 
fear of the judgment of men. “He that judgeth me is the 
Lord.” 

This then is our comfort and 
‘in us. In Jeremiah’s imagery. the potter is shaping our 
clay. In Mary Lathbury's “The Weaver”, he has us on his 
loom forming the Master's design. Whatever ethe meta- 
phor, we have this assurance that, “He that hath begun a 
good work in you will perform it until the day of Jesus 
Christ.” On our part we need only to abide in Him. On 
His part, “He abideth faithful.”

the equipment engaged in rescue 
work at Monsanto, told Boyle he 
had been on the scene since day- 
light and had not found any vic- 
tims alive. Seven dead had been 
removed, he said. 

John Hill, deputy mayor, said: 
“T haven't heard of anybody being 
found alive, but I hope to God 
they will.” 

Skies were heavy with smoke 
blown hack over the city by the 
shifting south wind and _ Boyle 
said: . “It looks like it is about to 
rain,” 

Monsanto issued a statement to 
the press today saying 307 of its 
employes are still ’ unaccounted 
for. First to be found by the ad- 
vance party of firemen at Mon- 
santo today was a girl, dead in 
a first floor office. She was iden- 
tified as Miss Edith Grew. 

A* press conference was held 
this morning while rescue work- 
ers probed the Monsanto ruins for 
the first time in three days. Hill 
said work was_ progressing well 
and that no more major explesions 
or fires were expected. :
